The construction placed upon these 
sections of the Constitution is that it 
was intended by the amendment to 
continue the duties and funttions here- 
tofore exercised by the Comptroller 
‘pursuant to the constitutional pro- 
visions enumerated in Sections 5 and 11. 


Comptrolier’s Function Kept. 


Tt is, therefore, recommended that 
because of the contractual obligation 
on the part of the State existing be- 
tween it and the holders of its bonds 
which were issued pursuant to various 
referendums heretofore passed by the 
Legislature and approved by the peo- 
ple to raise various. sums of money 
for highway construction, barge canal 
work, purchase of forest lands, pur- 


chase of park lands, etc., that the 
Comptroller be continued as the State 
officer to carry out the provisions 
above enumerated for the protection 
of the investor in these State bonds. 

Because of this situation, we recom- 
mend that the duties now dévolving 
upon the Comptroller pertaining to in- 
vestments of sinking funds be con- 
tinued as at presént and that all 
duties and functions relating to the 
debt service be continued as at pres- 

ent provided by law. ; 

* Im conformity with the provision_of 
the Constitution, the Comptroller shall. 
set a from the first revénues re- 
ceived by him applicable to the gen- 
eral fund of the State, a sum suffi- 
cient to pay such interest, instalment 
of principal or contributions to said 
sinking fund; as the case may be, and 
shall so apply the money set apart. 
The Comptroller may be required un- 
der this provision to set aside and 
apply such revenues atthe suit of any 
holder of such bonds. 

Effectively to continue this protec- 
tion for the bondholder of the State, 
we recommend that the system now 
im existence, of having certain funds 
deposited with the Comptroller, for a 
period of approximately thirty days, 
shall be continued in order that he 
shall be in possession of the moneys 
to effectively carry out this provision. 


Deposit and Audit Systems.

|The Department of Taxation 


and Finance. 


The Legislature of 1921, haying ih 
mind the desirability of bringing to- 
gether in one d ent the various 
tax functions of the State—which pol- 


icy was initiated by the organization 
of the State Tax Department in 1915— 
amended the Tax Law and provided 
for the reorganization of the Tax De- 
partment. Previous to that time, there 
had been a division of the duties of 
administering the various tax laws, 
principally between the Department of 
Taxation, the Comptroller’s Office and 
the office of the Secretary of State. 

The Legislature of 1921 passed an act 
which was signed by the Governor, 
transferring nearly all of the tax func- 
tions of the State to the Tax De 
ment. 2 

It is recommended that the provi- 
sions of this law, which- provide for a 
commission of three Members shall be 
continued as a@ non-partisan commis- 
sion as at present constituted. 

The President of the Commission 
shall continue to be the executive of 
the Commission and shall be the head 
of the Department. He shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor for a term of 
office co-terminus with that of the 
Governor. ' 

The two other members of the Com: 
mission shall join with the President 
in exercising the powers and perform- 
ing the duties now imposed and here- 
after to be imposed upon the Commis- 
sion as a body. 

We recommend that the two Tax 
Commissioners now in office.shall con- 
tinue to serve until the expiration of 
their respective terms and that their 
successors should be mted for a 
period of six years. @ present law 
provides that the two Commissioners 
as distinguished from the President of

Excepts Corporation Tax Bureau. 

As to the powers and duties of the 
Commission, we récommend that the 
provisions of Section 170, 170-a, 170-b, 
170-c and 171 of the Tax Law be con- 
tinued. 

One exception to the policy of placing 
all of the tax functions of the State 
in the Department of Taxation and 
Finance is to be found in the so-called 
Corporation Tax Bureau in the office 
of the Secrétary of State. 

A great deal of study has been given 
to the question of transferring this 
function to the Department of Taxa- 
tion and Finance, and after consulta- 
tion with the Department and with 
committees representing’ both the 

ture and the Bar Association it 
is our récommeridation that this Bu- 
reau should be left.in the office of the 
Secretary of State and administered as 
it is at the present time. ; 

There. has “been some ‘question 
whether the Motor Vehicle Bureau as 
now constituted’in the Tax Department 
should be continued in the Department 
of Taxation and Finance. It is récom- 
mended that: this provision of the law 
should not be changed except as to the 
enforcement features thereof.

There is also a Public Health Coun- 
cil consisting of the Commissioner of 
Health and six members who are ap- 
pointed by the Governor for terms of 
six years which are overlapping. The 
six members receive an annual sal- 
ary of $1,000 each and necessary ex- 


ses. 

The Health Department is satisfac- 
torily functioning as now formed and 
it is therefore récommended that the 
powers and duties of the present De- 
partment of Health be assigned’to the 
new De ent of Health.

Business Relations of Departments. 


The departments having inmates 
have in common.-certain business func- 
tions, such as the purchase of sup- 
plies, standardization. of articles pur- 
chased, the classification of employes, 
the maintenance and repair of the 
properties and other matters of a busi- 
ness nature. The tendency of the 
State has, been for many years to 
operate these business functions/under 
the Purchasing Department or the 
Fiscal Supervisor’s Office. The course 
of long éxperience leads to the belief 
that some unification of these busi- 
ness functions is inevitable and prob- 
ably desirable. This is sought to be 
accomplished by the recommendation 
which we have made for the establish- 
ment of the Division of Standards and 
Purchase in the Executive Department. 


Inter-Departmental Relations. 


There are ceftain relatiohs between 
the different institutions and depart- 
ments which must be kept in .mind. 


For instance, the present cational 
department is furnishing the teachers 
and a course of instruction ‘at Craig)

mal School. Many of the inmates of 
the prisons and reformatories are psy- 
chopathic casts and require the atten- 
tion of trained alienists.

THE HUGHES REPORT. 


The report of the Commission, headed

What is the true 


explanation of the ruthlessness and 


and practicability and of the tender- 
ness ,of politicians is sufficient justi- 
fication. The administrative divisions 
are reduced to. eighteen, two less than 
‘was expected. Curiously enough, the 
Governor’ can’t become ‘the actual 
chief administrator of the Executive 
Department, but must appoint some 
person to that place, until the Consti- 
tion is ‘amended, 

The fears of the politicians that 
Much cutting down of boards and 
agencies would be proposed seem to 
have been mostly groundless. What 
the Board of Port Wardens is for we 
were never able to find out; but it 
is imperishable, like our other old 
friends, the Hell Gate pilots, who will 
wield the rudder: under the charge 
of the appointed Secretary of State. 
These excrescences, however, are 
trivial. The strength of the plan is in 
the power given to the Governor to 
remove any appointed official on the 
grounds of public interest. There are 
no limits to this power, save that the 
Legislature must be informed of the 
fact of the removal and the reasons 
for it put on record. This would be a 
Breat step toward effective, visible, 
responsible administration.’ At pres- 
ent the Governor’s hands are deliber- 
ately tied. 

Another great step is the Executive 
Budget. It is proposed to make this 
Statutory at first, so that it may be 
‘used in the budget of 1927; and subse. 
quently, as soon as may be, to put it 
"$m the Constitution. Mr, Roor’s plan 
of 1915 is the model followed generally 
by the Commission. We needn’t con- 
sider the changes. While the Legis- 
lature may put new items in the ap- 
propriation bills, & permission out of 
Une with the strict theory of an Exec- 
utive Budget, the Governor can veto 
such items. In that case, even if he 
is overruled by the Legislature; the 
, Fesponsibility is made clear. The main 
thing is to get an Executive Budget 
that will make for efficiency and 
economy. If some modifications pala- 
‘table to the Republicans have to be 
accepted, what does it matter if its 
fundamental. value is: not impaired? 

It is to be regretted that the Com- 
mission, 80 properly insistent on the 
Executive Budget as a necessary part 
of the

isfactorily answer these questions has 


not yet appeared;.nor cah any organi- 
zation now in sight give us a complete 
answer, But until we-have been able 
to plumb such depths, we shall not

Any contribution 
of value to the solution of the terrible 
problem must not be rejected; but we 
may as well make up our minds that 
the work of freeing ourselves from this

JUSTICE TO RETIRED. VETERANS. 

It is notorious that army and navy 
pay legislation has caused infinite 
confusion in the services. It has also 
often resulted in- injustice to officers 
and enlisted men. If every member of 
Congress wére a certified accountant 
and would give his attentfon to the in- 
tricacies of a pay bill, a model one 
might be drafted and passed. It may 
be difficult to keep in.mind the inter- 
ests of individuals in drawing such 
measures, for they are based upon 
length of service, promotion, time of 
retirement and sundry conditions that 
are baffling to the civilian mind. Pay 
bills have to be c ed in phraseology 
and amended section*by section before 
a fina] vote is taken, and then some- 
thing is found to be wrong. But 
Céngress has only so much time to 
spend on such measures and so much 
intelligence. 

On account of the increased cost of 
living it became necessary to establish 
a new. pay schedule for the army, 
navy and kindred services in 1922. An 
act of that year, designed to relieve 
officers on the active list ahd make 
life easier for those who had to go on 
the retired list, contained the singular 
provision that army officers commis- 
sioned after 1922 should count only 
commissioned service in computing 
their pay, while officers already in the 
army could count all their years of 
military service. More service, more 
pay, is the rule. The decision gave 
tise to grievances. It wad unfair to 
officers who had been enlisted men 
for years when they received their 
commissions after the law went into 
effect. ‘They could not count their 
years as enlisted men, but an officer 
commissioned before the act of 1922 
was credited with all his time in the 
army in computing pay. Another par- 
agraph in the act of 1922 provided 
that graduates of the Military Acad- 
emy after 1916 should not be allowed; 
to cdunt their four years at West 
Point as service. The classes of 1917 
and 1918 were strongly represented at 
the front in France, ‘‘and no other 
** group of army officers had s0 high 
a rate of casualties.’ But they were 
not credited with the years spent at 
West Point in computation of pay. 

Representative Spzaxs of Ohio, who 
served in the Spanish-American War, 
on the Mexican border, and in France 
as a brigade commander, has intro- 
duced at this session a bill to correct a 
discrimination against officers of the 
army, navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey and 
the Public Health Service, who, be- 
cause they retired before July 1, 1922, 
are receiving from 10 to 20 per cent.

contractor, at 365 West End Avenue, 
where Carney had worked as butler

Another ‘Heavy Break on Stock 
Exchange—Call Money 
at 5Y, Per Cent. 


The Stock xchange’s activities were 
introduced yesterday by announce- 
ments of a kind which were familiar 
after the break-down of infatuated 
“bull market’ of March, 1920, but 
which have not often been heard since 
then. These announcements were to 
the effect that the holdings of profes- 
sional Wall Street ‘“‘pools’’ ‘in -certain 
designated stocks had been taken over 
by the banks. . Such an arrangement, 
it hardly need be said,.is open con- 
feasion by the groups of manipulators 
that’their experiment has failed dis- 
astrously. Usually, at times when that 
recoursé has becomé unavoidable, the 
facts regarding the speculative posi- 
tion will have been fully known be- 


forehand, and the announcement that) 


the wreckage has been ‘‘taken over” 
has. sometimes resulted in a recovery 
of prices; the reason being that forced 
liquidation on the open market will 


‘| thereby to a considerable extent have 


been averted. 

For a moment, there were indications 
yesterday of some such result. But 
so far as concerned the stock mar- 
ket as a whole, .the announcement of 
the ‘pools’ surrender seemed to em+ 
phasize rather than mitigate the break 
in prices. Declines ranging from 5 to 
17 peints ‘were numerous; the fall be- 
ing particularly violent in other stocks 
which were known to’ have been sub- 
ject to reckless professional manipu- 
lation. Virtually all stocks went lower 
for the day. But the difference in 
scope of reaction, between that kind 
of industrial stocks and shares which 
had not figured in the speculative ex- 
travagances of lgst year, was very 
wide. di 

It is perhaps as well to point out 
once more that the excessive violence 
of the recent reaction in these ma- 
nipulated stocks. is-in no respect an 
expression of ‘misgiving over the fi- 
nancial and. industrial future, but only 
a@ logical sequel to .the performances 
of last Autumn: Had the downward

pobls had absolutely collapsed, must 
be ascribed to the recklessness with 
which prices were pushed up last year. 
Wall Street perhaps ought now to have 
clearer conception of exactly what it 
signified when the talk was altogether 
of high-priced stocks doubling in 
ket value in the space of a few weeks 
and of even “‘market averages” Teach- 
ing the highest point in the history of 
their compilation. 

The day’s disorder in the stock mar- 
ket was reflected in markets for com- 
modities. Wheat fell 6% cents a bushel 
at Chicago; the day’s low price of 

$1.58% was exactly 30 cents a bushel 
below the price of Dec. 28, yet still 
above the price of Nov. 30, ‘The wheat 
market’s story has in fact been much 
the same as that of the Stock HEx- 
change. Cotton also fell more than

ing. spot price of 19% cents was only 
about % cent above the low price of 
‘| last December, whieh was the lowest 
in nearly three years. In this very 
general rearrangement of prices, noth- 
ing has really occurred éxcept the 
elimination of speculative influences, 
which the actual ‘Information in the 
markets’ hands, even when prices were 
being driven up, showed to have mie- 
taken the situation.

Attack—Industrials Suffer 
Most. in. Decline. 


Heavy liquidation in the stock mar- 
ket resulted in another sharp drop in 
prices: yesterday. Declines ranging 
from $ to as much as 13 points were 
recorded in many of the active issues 
and the low prices reached in yester- 
day’s setback caried many issues down 
from 9 to as much as 67. points from 
the: high levels touched only .a iow, 
weeks ago. 

The liquidation now in progress is 
the most drastic experienced in Wall 
Street since the now-famous deflation 
markets which ‘followed -the ‘post-war: 
boom of 1919-1920. The nearest ap- 
proach to the present decline was ex- 


perienced last November, but that 
b was confined to a comparatively 
few prominent issues, notably the au- 
tomobile stocks. 

The selling which began yesterflay at 
the sound of the opening gong and con- 
tinued until the close, was the heaviest 
since Noy. 18. <A total of 2,465,200 
shares changed hands, compared with 
2,574,000 shares on the earlier date. 
The tush carried 209 separate stocks 
down to their lowest points of the cur- | 
rent year and many issues are now 
selling at the lowest levels reported 
since early last autumn. 


_ Favorable News Ineffective. 
There were several developments of 


news, any one of which would have 
had a bolstering effect in a normal 
market; but. the liquidation, which has 


now been going on for -nearly two) 
weeks, had gained such momentum 
that these occurrences failed to stem 
the tide of selling and stocks continued 
to be dumped onto the market for 
whatever they would bring. 
Early in the day it was learned that 
several prominent banking groups had 
taken over the holdings of three re- 
cently active issues from the pools 
which were —— on 8 upward move-. 
ments in them. Ordiharily such an 
announcement would result in a rally 
in the stocks involved. Such was not 
the case yesterday, however, as the 
issues taken over from pool account, 
which included American Brake Shoe 
and Foundry and Foundation Company, 
both broke sharply.

THREE POOLS TAKEN OVER. 


Bankers Act After Foundation, 
Brake Shoe and Canners Collapse. 
Three Wall Street pools which col- 

lapsed last Saturday, after more stock 

had been thrown at: them than they 
could take, were taken over yesterday 
by banking and brokerage interests for 
the protection of the corporations—all 
of them prominent in the industrial 
field—and their stockholders. The pools 
were in the shares of the Foundation 
e-Shoe 
and Foundry Company and the New 

York Cannerg Company. 

Mystery surrounded the taking over 
of: these pool shares, which were 
deémed weakly held and a detriment 
to/the general market. The transfer 
of the shares, the amounts involved, 
to whom they were transferred and 
the sums lost or gained by the pools 


cost-plus contracts on hand, and the 
profits of theze contracts alone, with- 
out new business, would-be sufficient 
to cover the full year’s dividend re- 
quirement of $8 & share.

Chamber Committee Pulls Mer

finished, the debate on how France is 
going to balance her budget looks like 


Today. the Chamber Finance Com- 
mission, which was the parent of the 
proposed new taxes, got the bill back 
from the Senate. When it left the lower 
house it showed there was.still a defi- 
cit of 2,500,000,000 francs. When it camie 
back it met all requirements and, 
thanks to the added tax on payments 
insisted on by Finance Minister Dou- 
mer, there was a surplus- of nearly 
1,000,000,000 wherewith to repay loans 
from the Bank of France and 600,000,- 
000 for the creation of a sinking fund 
for handling the floating debt. But 
the. commission, .atarted immediately 
hewing this arrangement to pieces. 

By sixteen votes to four it rejected 
the tax on payments and so abolished 


any chance of dqing more than barely 
balancing the budget. It decided that 
the deficit was only 008,000 in all, 
though M. Doumer insisted it was 
5,500,000,000. It knocked fifty centimes 
off. the new duty on tobacco, —2 
the tax on salt, re-established its orig- 
inal to make declaration of 
income a weather for oath, though this 
was defeated in the “Chamber. itself, 
and re-established its proposal for pub- 
lication of the list of income tax } -y- 
ments in all town halls. 

After all these rectifications had been 
made it was found that of the 4,500,- 
000,000 which the. commission admits 
is needed, somewhat leas than 3,500,- 
000,000 had been approved. There is 
still more than 1,000,000,000 to be found, 
and ‘various proposals to this effect 
will be considered tomorrow. 

From the attitude of the majority of 
the commission, which is Radical 
Socialist, it ia already apparent that 
unless the Government. uses the ut- 
most pressure the tax on ents 
will be again rejected and whole 
system of equilibrium.which the Sen- 
ate has reformed will be again upset.
